MEMPHIS, 
MUCH COOLER. 
Specia) Dispatch to The Tribune, 
Mempuis, Oct, 18.—The dead-list to-day shows 
a light increase over that of yesterday, attribut- 
able to the cold snap of the past twenty-four 
hours. The temperature has just been low 
enough to build hope upon, but the disappoint- 
ment in not seeing frost as expected is greater 
than were the pleasures of that hope. Since 
daylight this morning the wind has been blow- 
ing colder from the northwest, making over- 
coats in demand for the thin anatomy of the 
convalescent. The sky is clear, and everything 
is more favorabie than ever for a frosty visite- 
tion in the morning. 

THE DEAD-LIST 
of today embraces several prominent 
persons, among them Dr. M. T. Keat- 
ing, of New York, Ea Weber, and Mrs. 
Capt. R. B. Arata, wife of tne Acting Chief of 
Police. Dr. Keating's case is remarkabie, be- 
cause he positively refuced to be treated by any 
other physician, declaring that he did not have 
yellow fever. He has been one of the Howard 
corps of physicians since early in the epidemic, 
assigned to the Fort Pickering district, where 
the lever raged with great virulence. He was 
the attending physician on Father Lucelli, of 
the Italian Catholic Church, the only one of the 
3 who survived an attack of tbe fever.

Vice-President J. H. Edmondson, in charge of 

the Howard relief train on the Mississippi &

DEATHS AND NEW CASES. 

Maurnis, Tenn., Oct. 138.~-The Board of 
Health oflicially reports fourteén deaths from 
vellow fever during the past twenty-four bours 
ending at 6 o’clock to-night.

Dr. G. W. Overall, physician on board the 
Howard relief train sent yesterday morning to 
stations on the live of the Mississippi & Ten- 
nessee Railroad between this city and Grenada, 
returned to-night, reported finding one case of 
fever at Horn Lake, thirty-eight at Hernando, 
twelve at Senatobia, ten at lilobia, seven at 
Garner, and quite a number in the vicinity of 


Grenada. 


VICKSBURG. 
THE WATCHMAN OF THS RELIEF BOAT. 
Apecial Dispatch to The Trisune 

Vickssund, Miss., Oct. 18.—The fever news 
in this city is getting to be better daily. I hear 
of no new cases to-day. There are, however, 
many sick, and several thought to be fatally so. 
But one death is reported in the city. That is 
J. M. Dalton, watchman of the relief boat. J. 
M. Chambers, who was taken sick Wednesday 
and removed to the City Hospital, died this 
morning. 

At Delta, La., Mr. Thompson, of the firm of 
Larkin & Thompson, is expected to die to- 
night, aud Mr. J. J. Dundas and Dr. Gilland, 
the Healtb-Officer of the place, is very low. 

A letter from Dr. Harris, at Bolton, Miss., re- 
ceived this evening, says Dr. Price is still very 
sick. 

From the lower part of the county a report of 
great distress and destitution has reached us, 
and assistance has been forwarded. 

THE DEATH OF LIEUT. BENNER 
is greatly deplored here, where his noble mis- 
sion was the universal theme of conversation, 
and in his death we all feel that a truly good 
man bas passed away.

DR. WALDO. 
Among the many who have laid down their 
lives in contributing to the relief of suffering 
humanity since the dread yellow-fever pestilence 
made its appearance in the Valley of the Mis- 
sissippi, few deserve more honorable mention, 
and no one has died more like a hero in the fore- 
front of the battle, than Dr. Roswell Waldo, U. 
S. Surgeon of the Marine Hospital Service, sta- 
tioned at Cairo, III., whose death occurred in 
that city at 6:15 a. m. yesterday. Receiving a 
diploma after six years of study five courses 
of iectures in the United States Medical College 
of Columbian University, at Washington, D.C., 
four years of which time was spent in the hos- 
pitals of that city, he entered upon the practice 
of medicine well qualified for the duties of his 
profession. So.successful was his practice that 
about two vears ago be was employed 
by the Government to take charge 
of the Marine Hospital at Cairo. He discharged 
—— duties of the position with satisfaction to 
the Government, and with success among e 
afflicted. When the yellow fever appeared in 
Cairo two months ago, he sent his famiiv to a 
place of safety in the country, and declared bis 
intention to fight the disease with all the 
ability, skill, and patience he , and, if 
to die at his post. Constant at all 
times, tines, ah the hospital or in the city, wherever 
the sick and dying were to be found, by» ht 
and by oe stricken were c b 
presence and comforted by his words. He 
never hesitated, even when others of his pro- 
fession rei and until stricken down 
was fearless, honest, and . conscientious, 
not in caring for his patients, 
but in announcing the presence of the vellow 
demon and warning the living of the danger. 
He was taken down Friday, the lith inst., and 
had the constant care of brother physicians of

FAIRFAX'’S EFFORTS TO GET ACROSS QUARAN- 

TINE WHILE ALI

Vicxspuns, Miss., Oct. 18.—The origin of the 
troubles at Waterproof, La., as your correspond- 
ent learns from the officers of the 
steamer R. E. Lee, which arrived here 
this morning, seems to be the 
determination of Alfred Fairfax, the colored 
nominee for Congress in that district, to break 
through the quarantine of St. Joseph and hold 
a public meeting in that place. Capt. Peck, 
who had command of the nearest company of 
State militia, was sent for, aod, with several 
Of dus men, 

WENT TO FAIRFAX’S HOUSE, 
about a mile distant from the quarantine 
line, to remonstrate with him and get bim to 


quence of the fever excitement. As Capt. 
Peck mounted the steps leadiog to the house, a 
volley was fired by Fairfax’s men, who 
were in the dullding. and Capt. Peek fell 
dead. The fire was at onec returned by the 
whites, and Fairfax and several other negroes 
wounded, The whites then withdrew, carrying 
their dead commander with them, and imme- 
diately 
BEGAN PREPARING FOR THE WORST. 

Both parties ‘are armed and in position, the 
negroes largely outnumbering the whites, as 
will be seen from the following. extract from 4 
letter reeeived in this city to-day from the neigb- 
borhood of the recent conflict, and further serious 
trouble may be expected at any moment: There 
is great excitement anétii-feeling between the 
whites and tre blacks, : The negroes on Bondu- 
vant's place are working yet, but, as J write, a 
drug is beating on Banton place.

SERIOUS PRBARS ARB FELT. 
The last report is that a posse of sixty or set- 
enty whites which went down to Waterproof to 
arrest Fairfax for the murder of Capt. Peck 
was met and routed by 2,000 negroes. Four 
whites were wounded.’’ A dispatch received by 
Gen. Martin, ot Natchez, from Rodney, Miss., 
about four or five miles from the scene of action, 
says that the insurgents (she negroes) were 
burning gins and residences near Waterproof, 
La., and calls for men, arms, and ammunition 
to aid in quelling the riot. A later dispatch 
from the same point stated that 
ARTILLERY FIGHTING 

had been heard in the direction of Waterproof. 
Hope is, however, entertained from the well- 
known conservative nature of some of the gen- 
tlemen who bave gone to the scene of trouble, 
that the matter will be settled without further 
bloodshed: but, if there is a disposition on the 
part of either side to try the arbitrament of 
arms, there is no doubt but tbe result will be 
in favor of the whites. 


PENNSYLVANIA. 
SENATOR CONKLING AT PHILADELPHIA. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

PHILADELPHIA. Pa., Oct. 18.—Senatot 
Conkling’s speech at the Academy of Music to- 
night was the event of the campaign thus far 
in this city, and it developed a degree of en- 
thusiasm that augers well for the result 
in November. The Senator was ac- 
companied from New York by a num- 
ber of friends, who were met at the 
station on arrival and escorted to the Conti- 
nental Hotel, where scores of prominent Re- 
publicans had called to greet the Senator. The 
crowd kept coming until supper-time, and even 
then they could hardly be kept back until the 
party had refreshed themselves. The 
leading Republican Club in the city,— 
the Union,—which had entertained Sen- 
ators Conkling, Cameron, Howe, and others 
last winter. acted as escort to the Academy, and 
they turned out about 400 men, with a band of 
music, accompanving the Senator, who rode in 
a barouche drawn by four black horses. Long 
before they arrived the Academy had been 
packed full, except the space reserved for the 
escort, and the crowd outside was large enough 
to have filled two more halls as large, The 
street was kept illuminated by

until the arrival of the party, soon after 8. 
There was hardly a man in the party known 
to the Republicans of the city and State who 
was not there. The Hon. Morton McMichael 
introduced Mr. Conkling gracefully, and as he 
rose to speak he was greeted with round after 
round of applause and cheers, which he inter- 
rupted by plunging into his speech. It was de- 
voted entirely to the financial question, which 
he dealt witb in his usual plain, straightforward 
manner. He was frequently interrupted with 
cheers, and it was evident that the audience was 
fully in sympathy with his words. Republicans 
feel very jubilant to-night over the success of 
the demonstration.

The Tilden income investigation at this end 
of the line came to a close yesterday afternoon. 
The widest difference of opinion exists between 
the Government counsel, District-Attorney 
Sherman, of New York, and Mr. Thomas Har- 
land, couasel for Mr. Tilden, as to the results 
obtained. This difference is by no means as 
tonishing, „as it does, between two men 
each pulling In an Opposite direction; but the 
impartial reader, if he possess the requisite 
amount of patience, may be able to clear up the 
muddle, reconcile the very apparent contradic- 
tions in the conclusions arrived at by these two 
learned men of Gotham, and make out to his 
own satisfaction about where the matter stands, 
and in how far the testimony taken at this 
point, in the light of the explanatory state- 
ments made concerning it, shows apy fruits of 
the income-hunt. 

Very little was done at the morning session. 


Mr. Redfield, of the Chicago & Northwestern, 
put in an appearance merely to read over his 
testimony, as taken by the stenographers,

The reporter then directed Mr. Harland’s at- 
tention to one of the papers produced by Mr. 
Larrabee, otherwise Exhibit I,” and asked 
him what he had to say as to the Government’s 
claim oo Mr. Tilden as from that source, ex- 
plaining to him that claim as he understood it, 
and as itis stated above in connection with its 
production by the venerable Secretary and 
Treasurer of the Chicago & Aiton.

Mr. Tilden was one of the several Trustecs 
back in 1862 and 1863 concerned in the reorgau- 
ization of the Chicago & Alton. Some two 
years ago that road. commenced a suit against 
Mr. Meyer and Mr. Tilden in the United States 
Circuit Court for this. district, in which 
suit they claimed that those Trustees retained 
amvunts to which they were not entitled. Mr. 
Tilden was not within the jurisdiction of the 
Court, and was not served witha process. Yet 
he came voluntarily and put in an answer. That 
suit is now pending. I suppose it to be a fact 
that in connection with his operations as ‘Irns- 
tee, which had involved the expenditure of 
large amounts of movey for clerical and other 
services, Mr. Tilden received bonds of the road, 
the par value of which was $20,000. The fair 
value of these bonds put into a statement 
of his income for the proper year will not show’ 
that his taxable Income was in excess of the 
amount upon which he paid tax,—that is, sup- 
posing be had any other sources of income that 
year. A man could not render the services he 
rendered without incurring great expenses.“ 

“In your opinion, Mr. Harland, what has 
been shown by this investigation up to date!“ 

“There has been no testimony adduced to 
prove a single fact that the conscience of Mr. 
Tilden wouldn’t have admitted at once. The 
testimony has been taken ih this way in Boston, 
In Marquette, and in Chicago. I do not suspect 
any of the witnesses who have been examined 
of having testified to anything that they did 
not believe to be striftly true, and 1 
say unhesitatingly that none of the testimony 
thus far adduced tends in the slightest degree 
to show that Mr. Tilden should have paid one 
cent. of tax in excess of the amount which he 
did pay.“ 

After a pause, and an intimation from the re- 
porter that anything else of interest in this con- 
nection which Mr. Hariand might bave to offer 
would be faithfully spread before the readers of 
Tas Trisuns, in order that both sides might 
be heard, the New York lawyer, who is by this 
time used to the wild Western way” of re- 
porters in this region, complacently, but with a 
good deal of emphasis, added:

Aud whatever else Mr. Harland might have 
said, had he so willed, was kept unto that great 
day wheu he shall appear inthe trial of tbe 
cause in the courts.

THE NEW MANAGER OF THE ERTE. 

A few days ago Tue TRIBUNE stated that Mr. 
Robert Harris, late President of the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy, was about to be appoint- 
ed to a Jeadivg position on the New York, Lake 
Erie & Western Railroad, late the Erie. The 
announcement caused much surprise, as Mr. 
Harris’ name bad never been mentioned in con- 
nection with this road, and it had been generally 
believed he would receive a leading position on 
one of Vanderbilt’s lines. Had the announce- 
ment been made by any other paper than Tun 
TRIBUNE, no one would have believed it; but 
the reliability of Tus Tripune’s railway news 
is so well established that everybody felt satis- 
fied it was ‘so, in spite of the st- 
tempt of a “scooped” morning contem- 
porary to ridicule the information as 
a great whopper.

Orrawa, Oct. 18.—On the night of the Ist of 
October last, Robert McAulay, Grand§Chapiain 
of the Orange 1 oung Britons, left the residence 
of a friend about 10 o'clock in the evening, and 
nothing was heard of him from that time until 
to-day, when the body was found in the Ottawa 
River. It was at first supposed that he had 
committed suicide over some love affair, but 
this theory was exploded ou a post-mortem ex- 
amination being held. It was found that he 
had been shot in the right temple, just above 
the ear, with a revolver, the bullet travel 
ing forward a short distance and then 
downward, showing that the murderous villian 
fired from behind. The doctors say that death 
was caused by thie wound and not by drowning. 
When last seen McAuiay wore a gold watch 
and massive chain, and his comrades say he 
carried a revolver, having been attackéd before. 
Neither of these articles were found on his per- 
son, aud. in addition to this, one of his pockets 
appeared to have been cut out.

THE GRAIN CROP. 
Tothe Western Associated Press. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Oct. 18.—Thée October 
returns to the Department of Agriculture place 
the average condition of the corn crop at 96, an 
increase of 4 over the September average, which 
brings the figures up to those of August. The 
average condition is 3 per cent Jess than in Oc- 
tober. 1877. As the acreage has been but 
slightly enlarged, this difference may be taken 
as a fair indication of the prospective yield. 
The out turn of the crop will not vary largely 
from 1,300,000,000 bushels. 

In wheat the October returns do not mat eri- 
ally change the statistical aspects of the wheat 
crop. The yield on the whole will be in advance 
of last year, and from present indications will 
exceed 400,000,000 busheis. 

Oats—A preliminary estimate based upon the 
October returns indicates a yield somewhat 
larger than even the very fine crop of 1877.

FINANCIAL. 


Another advance in foreign exchange marks the 
effect of the European fipancial troubles upon the 
export business of Chicago. Sterling 60 day bills 


were quoted at 480, and sight bills at 486; exchange 


on Paria was 521% for sixty days and 518% for 
sight. and German bille were 94% for sixty days 
and 95% for sight. The cause of the rise in rates 
was the decreased supply of commercial bills, The 
business on orders from abroad has dwindied down 
to small propertions. What billie there are come 
mainly from parties, like the foreign packers 
bere. whose product is sold months 
Ahead, aed who do not need to wait for 
orders to ship. But outside of this class the ex- 
Port business has undoubtedly suffered a blow in 
the financial aisturbances abroad, and if these 
troubles persist and become worse this country 
cannot escape some share in the misfortunes of its 
best eustomer. 

Government bonds were firm, and in some quo- 
tations, as those for the 67s, showed a rise, on ac- 
count of the remoter probability of refunding in 
view of the decreasing subscriptions for the 4 per 
cents. The order of Secretary Sherman to United 
States Sub-Treasurer Gilbert, of this city, to allow 
to all purchasers of bonds, no matter how sma!! the 
amount, the commission of MK of 1 per cent 
heretofore allowed only to purchasers of $1, 000 
or more, is a thine that ought to have been done 
some time ago. The former practice was a dis- 
crimination between the large and small buyers 
that should not be made, and would not have been 
tolerated in France, where they understand the art 
of popolarizing Government loans. The market 
for the 4 per cent bonds, in consequence of the 
amonnt thrown back on the dealers by the in- 
creased activity in money, has slid away from the 
Goverument. The bankers and orokers have been 
able to underse!l! it. and the concession of & of 1 
per cent by the Government is an attempt to renew 
popular subscriptions. Small quantities of Govern- 
ments are coming back from Loudon, out, as gold 
ie coming back also. it is evident that not enough 
Governments can be picked up on the London 
market to meet the demands of the trade balance 
due this country. The opening quotations iu New 
York were, Gs of 1881.

Deducting 4c for cost of sending to the 
seaboard, we have 28c to be divided by 1.88 for 
proof, which leaves about l5c per gallon as the 
cost of hignwines, free of duty, or $1. 05 with 
duty paid. Inquiry of a distiller elicited the in- 
formation that he would be glad to sell any reason- 
able quantity of highwines at $1.06, and that al- 
cohol had recently been sold for delivery in New 
York this month at 33c. The printer is reapensi- 
dle for the monstrous insinuation tnat 30, 00U fal- 
lons equals 700, 000 oris. 

Tne leading prodace markets were again stronger 
yesterday, with a fair volume of business trans- 
acted. The receipts of grain were rather lignt, 
and the outlook was regarded as more favorable to 
holders in most deparuments. The British margets 
were tame, but steadier, and New York firm. 
There was a better demand here for grain, upder 
which wheat led the way upward, followed by more 
strength in the other cereals and a big jump in 
barley. It was believed that capital has got uhder 
wheat, and some of the longs called e! 
for margins ou outstanding trades. 

Dry goods were in good demand, and prices 
were steadily held. The cool weather of the past 
two days bas sensibly stimulated the inquiry for 
winter fabrics. The grocery market was moder- 
ately active, with prices steady, excepting coffees 
and sugars, both of which were weak. The fogmer 
declined %c, and the latter %@\c in the gendes 
below standard A. Prices of dried frutu and fish 
were without quotable change. Butter and cheese 
were under neglect, and prices showed a want of 
firmness. Of the latter, stocks both at the East 
and here are excessive, and the future of the mar- 
ket does not weara very promising look. In the 
oil market no changes took place. There was a 
good general demand at fully previous prices. 
Leather met with a better inquiry. Bagging re- 
mained steady. There was an increased demand 
for coal. 

Lumber was fairly active and steady at the 
yards, while cargo prices were supposed to be 
easier, at least for two-inch lumber. The fleet 
has been broken up, and a good portion of it has 
already come into port. Broom-corn was easy 
under big offerings, with only a fair demand from 
broom manufacturers and outside dealers. Wool 
was steady and in moderate demand. Hides and 
hops were steady. The sales of seeds were light, 
and clover and flax were lower. and timothy un- 
changed. Hay was in fair request and steady, the 
call being for the better grades, and chiefly for 
timothy. Green fruits were steady, except ap- 
pies, which are very plenty and easy, except the 
finest qualities. Poultry continues slow and easy 
vonder heavy receipts.

I more power in prayer!“ for I presume that 
many of you have had the same experience that 


I have had. At times it seems as if 
i was praying into empty space; as 
if my prayers didn’t go any higher 


than my head; that they were mere formalism ; 
that they were cold and formal prayers; that 
they didn’t reach any one; that there was really 
no power in prayer. I have been studying pray- 
er lately, and I think I have found the reason 
why a great many of. my prayers never were 
answered, and never wil] be. I thought they 
were prayers, but I have been led to think late- 
ly that they were not prayers. Not all that we 
think is prayer reallv is prayer, because prayer 
is the desire of the heart above everything 
else“; and when we do not desire above every- 
thing eise what we ask for, it is not prayer. 
THERE ARE BIGHT ASPECTS 
of prayer that | want to call your attention to. 
Don’t be scared, and think I have got eight 
heads, and am going to preach a long sermon, 
for I am not, but will be as brief as possible. I 
want to hold up these eight things so that each 
one may appiy them to himself, and find out if 
there is not à reason why his prayers are not 
answerea. 
In prayer there ought to be, first of all, adora- 
tion. A man cannot run into the presence of 
the Great Eternal and Holy God as he 
can into the presence of a map. Our 
God is a holy God. Therefore when 
we come into His presence we ought to come 
with adoration. The prayer that Christ taught 
his disciples He commenced with “tallowed 
be Thy name.“ Isaiah, when he saw God lifted 
up on His throne, cried “ Holy, Holy, Lerd 
God.“ And as we read in John xvii., when 
Christ made that wonderful prayer for you and 
lclear down te this century, he said Holv 
Father.” 80, adoration is one of the elements 
of prayer. When we pra, let us be careful 
that we hallow God's name,—that we adore 
Him, Adoration belongs to Him. 
The next thing is vonfession of sins. Some 
people seem to think that when they are con- 
‘verted their eins are all put away, will never 
come pack, and that they will have no more 
eins to covfess. The Bible makes provision for 
the believer’s sins, relerato them, and tells us 
how we are to get rid of them. If I cover my 
—— God is not going to hear my prayer; nor 
going to prosper in anything I undertake 
to do. And I believe that is whyso many 
lives area perfect failure,—because 
‘some sin is covered up, there is an pene nage a 
sin. If I hide my sin, don’ 
bring it up, and don't „ Go 
says He will not hear my orayer, will not au- 
swer my prayer. in the first chapter of the 
‘irst Epistle of John and the ninth verse are 
these words: “If we confess our sins he-is 
faithful and just to forgive us our sins, and to 
cleanse us from ali unrighteousness.” Now, if 
a mansays he has uo sin he is a Har, and the 
trath is notin him. That manis a great ways 
from God, for if ope only trusts to God he will 
see his sins. Daniel, and Isaiah, and Jeremiah, 
and all the holy men that ever: lived came near 
and God saw their sins; and they confessed, 
and then it was that God put away their sins. 
When David came with that confession on his 
lips “I have sinned,” 
GOD FORGAVE UN; 
when the prodigal came to the feet ot God and 
con “T have sinned against God and 
man.“ God forgave him. We must confess al 
our sins. I think we are living in the days of 
sham,—that men are not honest: They don’t 
conféss all their sins. If my boy did wrong and 
came to me and confessed a part I should feel 
it would be doing him an injustiee to forgive 
him. Let us be honest with God if not honest 
with any one else. If we are going to confess 
let us make clean work,—let us bring every sin 
to God; let us not cover up anything,—tnen 
God will hear and answer. 
Alter confession we must make restitation.

ST. LUKE’S HOSPITAL. 
THE ANNUAL MEETING a 

of the St. Luke’s Hospital Association was held at 
St. James’ Church, corner of Cass and Huron 
streets, last evening, Bishop McLaren presiding. 

Dr. Locke read the report of the Trustees. 
Financially, the institution was in much better con- 
dition than last year. There was not yet a baiance 
on the credit side, yet the deficit was $694 instead 
of $2,300. Efforts must not be relaxed until it 
was made up. Constant lack of funds had greatly 
hampered the work and discouraged the Trastees. 
They appealed to the people to come to their aid 
and enable them to place the hospital on a cash 


‘basis. All the debts might have been paid by using 


a legacy, but unless bequests were invested people 
would not leave them. Fewer cases had been 
treated than last year, owing to the 
many surgical cases which occupied the beds for a 
jong time, and there were less chronic cases, it be- 
ing aguinst the policy of the Hospital to take 
them. The building was never in better order or 
more efficiently managed. Thanks were accorded 
all givers. The Bishop had appointed Sanday, 
Nov. 24, as Hospital Sunday. and recommended all 
the churches in the diocese to contribute. 

Dr. Jones read the medical report, which showed 
the following: Patients remaining in Hospital Oct. 
1, 1877, 32; admissions, 236; discharged, 206; 
remaining, treated at Dispensary in 
making a grand total 

were eighteen deaths. 

nationalities were: United States, 117; 
England, 16; Ireland. 32: Sweden, 22; Norway, 
3; Scotland, 10; Wales, 4; Cnnada, 5; France. 2; 
Prussia, 2; Poland, 1; Italy, 2; Denmark, 1: Hol- 
land, 1; Germany, 25. The -religious denomina- 
tions were represented as follows: Episcopalians, 
44: Presbyterians. 12; Methodist. 17; Lutheran, 
29: Roman Catholic, 56; Baptist.

CORRESPONDENCE. 
THE POWERS OF A SHERIFF. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Coo, Oct. 17.—The article in Tur Tamer 
of the 14th inst. relating to the composition and 
powers of jurors, directed public attention to evils 
of great magnitude and momentous consequences. 
But it by no means exhausts the frnitfal theme. 
Other ramifications of the really gigantic system of 
modern abominations need to be traversed and ex- 
posed. Not the least of these is that which has its 
outgoings from the Sherilf’s office. Just there is 
the source of very much which is now to be most 
seriousiv deplored in our modern jury system. 
Indeed, the dear people“ have permitted the 
slow but certain aggregation of an immense power 
in the hands of the average County 
Sheriff. This officer has become antocratic. 
The monarch who occupies that throne holds 
in his hands the property of the citizen and the 
well-being of society. to a much greater degree 
than is popularly understood, the Sheriff in most 
of our county-seats really selects and makes tue 
juries, Almost invariaoly each Sheriff has at his 
command a lot of dependents who are in the broad- 
est sense his creatures. They hang around the 
Court-House to do his bidding. By him they are 
slipped into the ever-recurring vacancies of the 
regular panel, both of the grand and petit juries, 
just as he lists. So far is this power to make and 
unmake verdicts wielded in some localities that 
great abuses go unrebuked, criminals are un- 
whipped of justice. and the verdicts of juries 
are readily marketable to the highest bidder. 
A certain county in Iowa, I am informed 
on good authority, furnishes illustration of these 
facts. In that county the sons of the Sheriff have 
been accused of offenses, to the committal of 
which there has been the most undoubted proof, 
even to the extent of crimes the penalty for which 
entitle them to board in the State Penitentiary for 
aterm of years, and yet not one of these offenders 
have ever been indicted by a Grand Jury, although 
the fact of their criminality bas been notorious. 
Explanation of this disregard of justice is to de 
found only in the fact that the father of the 
criminal really controis the door of the juries.

ROUND ABOUT FRANCE. 

Mr. Grenville Murray’s letters from France to 
the London News, written for the most part be- 
tween the ever-memorable 16th of May and the 
last general elections, have been printed in a 
volume by Macmillan & Co. it is reported that 
this volume, which bears the title of “Round 
About France,” has been interdicted by the 
French Government. That this may easily be 
true will appear to any person who may read it. 
Mr. Murray’s chief purpose in writing was to 
show that France, under MacMahon, was ruled 


2 system of absolutism only less complete 
that of the Empire, and that a Republican 
victory at the approaching elections was neces- 
sary for the protection of the people. Though 
this victory has si been won, and 
bas taught the Marshal a lesson, it has 
not swept away all the limitations upon free 

a free press. Indeed, the Freuen 
people have been so little accustomed to 
the use of these instruments of constitutional 
government that they would scarcely know 
what to do with them if they had them. 

The articles are in character half-way be- 
tween the political leader and the ordinary 
news-letter. On one page the author gives a 
historical review of the press-laws since the 
Revolution ; on another, he describes the sleepy 
Senate, and the active members of it, most of 
whom he says, saucily, are men profoundly 
unkpown” in France. Again, he exposes the 
m of election in full operation,—the 
Government alternately bullying, buying, coax- 
ing, wheedling, and defying public opinion; 
the Cl their noxious 
women of the 

household ; Bonapartists and 
ists prophesying ruin, or, what 
in France is the next thing, the unknown,“ if 
the Republican candidates are returned; the 
country doctors, a power in the land, spreading 
abroad materialistic and irreverent doctrines of 
equality; the fat bourgeois and the hob-nailed 
peasant bringing up the brute vote and plump- 
ing it for the Republican candidates; and the 
masses in the city throwing their votes on the 
same side. All this shows much familiarity 
with the inner workings of French institutions; 
and when we find Mr. Murray taking the ped- 
dlers into his account, and claiming for them an 
immense politice! uence, purchased for the 
ment side, we feel that he must know 
very well what he is writing about, and that the 
instruments used to perpetuate the De Broglie 
Government were more and meaner than we 
had supposed. 

The tone of the letters will be best shown by 
an extract from one of them. In summing up 
the purposes of the Left, he says: 

Well, the Extreme Left are agitating—frstly, 
for a free ; secondly, for the right of pubiic 
meeting; thirdly, for a three years’ military service 
tor all, instead of five years for some and one 
year for others who can afford £60 to purchase ex 
emption; fourthly, they desire the separation of 
Church and State; fifthly, the reform of the judic- 
ature and procedure, so as to protect men from 
arbitrary arrest and imprisonment, and also to put 
Ju on such a footing that they shali not be 
Mabie to d and virtual dismissal for 
administering justice impartially in politica) cases; 
sixthiy, the want the Town Councils to 
elect their own Mayors and to the business 
of their municipalities without de dictated to 
by the Prefecte. Butisthisall? Traly, this is the 
sam total of what the da us Radicals of France 
are demanding.

WHITTIER’S NEW POEMS. 
A nuniber of Whittier’s recent poems, most 
of which have seen the light in the magazines, 


| are now published in book form. The longest 


poem, and that which gives a title to the vol- 
ume, is “Tne Vision of Echard.” It is the 
story of Tue Benedictine Echard,” who in 
slumber hears a voice warning him that the true 
worship of God is not in splendid shrines 
Or incense, or show, or self-torment, or relics, 


but in brotherly love, gracious purpose, and 
prayer. The idea isnot new, and the poetry not 
far above commonplace. The Witch of Wen- 
nam is a swee. young girl who has enchanted 
a young man. His mother implores him to shun 
her presence; but he will not. He knows she is 
good, beautiful, and true. The mother de- 
nounces the sweetheart : 
O, reverend, sir, my Andrew's soul 
The Wennam witch has caught; 
She holds him with the curled gold 
W hereof her enare is wrought. 
She charms him with her great blue eyes, 
She binds him with her hair; 
O break the spell witn boly words, 
Unbind him with a prayer. 

The witch is thrown into jail and doomed. 
Her lover rescues her, and what promised to 
be a poem of some power is turned into the 
baldest Wordsworthian narrative.

LORD BEACONSFIELD. 

Four trenchant articles printed originally in 
the Fortnightly Review. and having for a text 
The Political Adventures of Lord Beacons- 
geld,“ have been collected and republished in 
this country by Charles Scribner’s Sons. The 
author is unknown, though it has been widely 
rumored that Mr. John Morley, editor of the 
Fortnightly, may not, in this case, have gone 
outside for assistance. The concealment of the 
author's name has suggested a comparison be- 
tween him and Junius. But the resemblance 
between the two writers is so accidental, and 
their composition in all essentials so different, 
that, in the absence of proof, it is fair to acquit 
the unknown writer of this affectation. 

There is much meaning in the title chosen by 
the reviewer. He sets out to describe the Po- 
litical Adventures of Lord Beaconsfield because 
he believes that the present Prime Minister of 
England is a political adventurer. He hee all 
the qualities of such a character: he is unscru- 
pulous apd wholly selfish; insincere, treacher- 
ous, and ambitious. The writer endeavors to 
show that. Lord Beaconsfield has no true attach- 
ment to English soil or institutions. “He is in 
almost every essential point far more of a Vene- 
tian and a Jew than an Englishman. The two 
cities to which his imagination stretches back- 
wards most constantly and affectionately are 
Jerusalem and Venice. We live in 
some sense under a Mosaic digpensation. lo 
administration, in finance, and io journalism, 
Jewish influences notoriously shape ana guide 
English politics. As a Jew he has imbibed the 
servile vices common to his race. “Ip his 
boyhood, as in his old age, he was content 
now to flatter, now to mock and jibe, to be now 
the parasite, and now the bravo to the great, to 
write now a begging and now a threatening 
letter.“ This is not delicate satire, or satire at 
all. It is abuse, and does no credit to tie 
author of it or the periodical which gives it 
circulation. But it is, after all, the arqgumentum 
ad hominem. it will tell on the English masses, 
who are coarse enough to relish such con- 
troversy. It will inflame again that race 
prejudice, which, spite of centuries of educa- 
tion, stall lingers in the popular imagination, 
and disfigures while it controls many minds 
even in the cultivated class. 

There are better arguments to be used against 
Lord Beaconsfield; and this writer, it must be 
confessed, has not neglected them. The early 
rise of Disraeli to power, and the means 
by which he obtained are traced in 
a vigorous and truthful way. His con- 
nection with Peel, which began with fattery 
and ended with betrayal; his vulgar letters of 
Runnymede, which excuse by their vituperation 
of departed statesmen the worst things that 
are now said against their author; his adoption 
of the policy of opportunism; his use 
of the royal prerogative; his ‘gigantic 
chariatanism” are iully considered and 
fairly judged. The essays give, indeed, 
an 1 t into the character of their subject 
such as can be obtained in no other place. They 
are written bya thoroughly angry man; but 
there is much in Lord Beaconsfield’s recent 
political conduct to make his opponents lose 
their temper, and it is not strange that, in such 
circumstances, they should tell some plain 
truths about him in a vassionate and undignified 
way.

CYPRUS, 

The sudden interest in Cyprus seems to be in 
no danger of dying out for want of material to 
feed upon. Besides Gen. Cesnola’s able and 
really exhaustive work, some twenty or more 
descriptions of the island, new and old, have 
been issued from the press within a few months. 
Among these is a curious book entitled Cy- 
prus, Historical and Descriptive,” adapted 
from the German of Franz von Loher. with 
much additional matter, by Mrs. A. Batson 
Joyner.”’ The curious thing about this volume 
is, that, although it purports to bean account of 
a German’s travels iu the island, it is constantly 
bearing authentic testimony to the fact that 
e“ have acquired Cyprus, and that it is 
about toenjoy the felicity of passing under 
our“ benign administration. This confusion 
arises from the fact that Mrs. Joyner has an- 
notated and padded Von Loher without his 
kuowledge or consent, and with po marks of 
separation between the original German and 
the English additions, We cannot help think- 
ing that this is pretty shabby treatment to 
mete out to an illustrious traveler and a 
foreigner. For the rest, the book gives a 
complete sketch of the history of Cyprus, 
though much jumbled together and with a num- 
ber of repetitions. The appendix alone is a full 
and concise statement of the topography and 
resources of the island. Von Loder, the Ger- 
man author, succeeded in climbing Olympus, a 
considerable task, and found the eleyation to 
be 6,160 feet. ie admits that the climate is un- 
healthy, owing to the miasmatic influences, but 
thinks that, with a little care. it is possible for 
the traveler to keep in good health. He was in 
the island, however, at the most favorable sea- 
son. The forests have been largely stripped by 
the improvident inhabitants, and it will be nec- 
essary for the new Goverument to enact strin- 
geut laws to prevent further denudations. The 
soil is largely uncultivated, owing principally, 
no doubt, to its fruitfulness: for spontaneous 
growths are so abundant that the ple have 
scarcely a sufficient motive to work for their 
daily bread. (New York: R. Worthington & 
Co. Price, $1.75.) 

OREGON. 

Foreign accounts of travel in America have a 
peculiar interest in this country. They are apt, 
in the first place, to present familiar facts in 
new relation, and, besides, they remind us of 
the vast extent to which we are unknown 
abroad. We have, in a recent volume published 
by Macmillans, an Englishman’s story of his 
jourpey to Oregon, which seems to be written 
with some idea on the part of the writer that 
he bas been to a strange place. The author 
evidently considers it an intrepid thing to go to 
America at all, and to go way across the con- 
tinent and along the coast to Portland is, in his 
opinion, something like an expedition to Central 
Africa. He describes Oregon, moreover, with 
the minuteness of detail and the freshness of 
imagination which would be appropriate in 
writing of New Guinea, or some other part of 
the earth’s surface equally unknown. Most 
of what be says of Oregon is true of Illinois, 
Michigan, Iowa, Kans Colorado, Nebraska, 
Minnesota, Dakota, and all the other agricult- 
ural States and Territories.

To gratify the wishes then expressed, 
the history of it has now been written 
and printed in book-form by Mary Dartt, one 
of Mrs. Maxwell’s agsistants. [he work has 
been well done, and it makes a fascinating 
story. Mrs. Maxwell obtained most of her Col- 
orado specimens with ber own hands,—shoot- 
ing, poisoning, or trapping them. Her adven- 
tures while she was @bout it were various and 
amusing, dangerous qr laborious,.as the case 
might be. These have been described with an 
evident admiration d love of the subject 
Which excuse any minor defects of style or exe- 
cution.

CAPITAL PUNISHMENT.

uce for 1867-8—a good year—was only at the 
rate of 114s. per acre. Deducting for 
seed, and adding for manufactures, etc., 
the gross produce of the people is not 
worth more than 3ls. 6d. per head. The 
writer argues that this is vot sufficient to feed 
the people and provide for the enormous 
burden of taxation. He examines the trade 
statistics of India quite extensively to support 
his proposition. The railways are biessings in 
disguise if they are blessings at 
all. Thev were not able to pay 
interest on their bonded indebtedness until 
last year, when their business was swelled by 
the public calamity of the famine, extra trans- 
portation being required for food and people. 
So the conclusion is reached that India is 
wealthy only in its exportable produce, the 
amount of which does not keep the people at 
home from misery and bankruptcy. The reme- 
dies suggested are reduced expenditure on 
the army, suspension of public works, the sub- 
stitution of natives for Kuropeans in the Gov- 
ernment and administration, a yzht permanent 
settlement in every part of the country, and the 
lowering of taxation of every description.“

THE ANTIQUITY OF MAN. 

The article on Recent Science, in the Vineteenth 
Century for October, which is revised, if not 
written, by Prof. Huxley, contains the follow- 
ing: It has been our purpose to deal only 
with the question of man’s advent in Western 
Europe. In balancing the evidence on this ques- 
tion, it will be found, that most of the leading 
geologists and anthropologists of this country, 
approaching the subject in a spirit of candor 
and utierly free from prejudice, still feel justi- 
fied in doubting the existence of man in Britain 
earlier than the late Pleistocene. It 
will have been gathered from the previous 
pages that this conclusion is adhered to in the 
face ot no small amount of argument tending 
in other directions. Mr. James Gcikie, for in- 
stance, would separate the palewolithic from the 
neolithic period bv a glacial interval, and would 
thus make palwolithic man, wherever his re- 
mains may be found, either pre-giacial or inter- 
glacial. Much of the argument on which this 
bold suggestion is based has reference to the 
curious association of northern and southern 
species in the Pleistocene deposits, and to the 
distribution of the mammalia. These subjects 
are much too wide to be discussed in the pres- 
ent article, and it is sufficient to remark that 
they admit of — another interpretation, as 
may be seen in the writings of Prof. Boyd 
Dawkins. 

It suould be borne in mind that, when it is 
asserted that man is not earlier than post-glacial 
times, the assertion refers only to the particular 
district in question. Few geologists, indeed, 
would deny the possibility, nay the probability, 
that while one area was swathed in ice, or 
buried, perhaps, beneath the waters of an 
actic sea, man may have existed in other areas, 
where the climate was more genial. In other 
words, he may have been living in Europe while 
glacial conditions prevailed in this country. 
‘‘T have reason to believe.“ says Prot. Prest- 
wich. from my own observations in the north 
of France, that there is evidence of man being 
pre-glacial.”’ 

Keverting, however, to the broader question 
which has been raised by continental observers 
as to the presumed existence of man during the 
Tertiary period, it will be found that scientific 
opinion in this country is almost unanimous at 
present in declining to accept this conclusion. 
English geologists and anthropologists, after 
carefully sifting the evidence which is allegea 
in support of the existence of Eolithic man in 
Pliocene and Miocene times, feel bound to 
return a verdict of Not proven.” Fresh dis- 
coverſes may of course announced at any 
moment which shall lead to 4 reversal of this 
verdict, but they must be discoveries sub- 
stantiated bevond suspicion of a doubt. 
„Looking to the many sources of doubt and 
error which attach to individual discoveries, I 
cannot but think.“ says Mr. John Evans, that 
our watchword must for the present be Cau- 
tion, caution, caution.’ ”

SPRINGFIBLD, III., Oct. 16.—I see by my last 
week's Home that there is quite an objection to 
somebody's recipe for chowchow. 80 1 thought 
thatI would send my recipe for tomato sauce, 
which I consider quite superior to chowchow, 
especially when the latter is so hot that one cannot 
ent it. I think that Injured Innocence will 
relish this: Take half bushel or 72 tomatoes, 30 
peppers, 24 onions, 24 cups vinegar, 24 table- 
spoonfuls of brown sugar, 12 tablespoonfuls of 
salt, 12 teaspoonfuls of cloves, 12 teaspoonfuls 
of cinnamon. Chop the peppers and onions fine 
before mixing with tomatoes, and boil together 
two hours and a half. This Iam sure will suit the 
most fastidious epicure. 

My mothers recipe for Piccalilli, Which 1 will 
vouch for as being excellent: One peck green to- 
matoes. one small head of cabbage, sixteen small 
onions, two peppers. one root of horse-radish, 
two teaspoons of white mustard seed. one teaspoon 
of cloves, ove teaspoon of curne powder. Slice

FLORICULTURE. 

HINTS FROM * RENNIB.”’ 
Hinspaxe, III., Oct. 7.— Will you please give 
an article on cobea!—Mrs. S., Grand Rapids. 
This magnificent climber is the most rapid-grow- 
ing greenhouse plant known. It is pérennia)l, but 
does not stand our Northern winters out of doors. 
It flourishes well in the open ground, but should 
be started in a hotbed or in the house and planted 
outin June. The flowers when first open are a 
light green, afterwards changing to purple. They 
are large and bell-shaped. The foliage is very 
handsome, and the tendrils attach themselves to 
anything within reach. Strong plants set out 
in June often grow to be twenty feet long, and 
branching freely. Itis grown either from seeds 
or cuttings, A warm place is required to start the 
seeds, as they rot easily. Putthe seeds in moist 
earth, edge down, and do not give water until the 
young plants appear, unless the earth gets very 
dry. Cobea scandens variegata is similar to the 
above except in foliage. The leaves are yellow 
and green, changing to silver-white as it becomes 
older. Both varieties make excellent bouse-plants, 
and can be kept through the winter quite easily. 1 
do not know of a climberlcan more cheerfully 
recommend than the cobea. 
A correspondent at Fort Atkinson, Wis., asks 
for treatment of bulbs after flowering. 
When the leaves have turned yellow, take up the 
bul allowing them to remain in the shade for a 
few days, then put them away in a frost-procf 
place, looking them over occasionally, and, if dis- 
ease. appears rab with powdered charcoal. These 
remarks are for gladiolus, cannas, dahlias. funkias, 
etc. Tuberoses must be sy very warm, other- 
wise the germ of the flower for next season will 
decay. 
Such winter-blooming Dulbs as hyacinths, nar- 
Cissus, etc., which have flowered in water, should 
as soon as the flowers jade be removed and pianted 
in earth, where they will recuperate after the forc- 
ing they have undergone.

I find that many to whom I send seeds know 
nothing about sowing them. Some people, who 
bave not learned from experience, think that all 
that is to be done is to get and sow it, 
and plants are bound to follow. seedling plants 
can Ax in a sittine- room window, as recom- 
men last week in Flowers in the Window.”’ 
Sow in shallow boxes, say three inches 7 filled 
to within half an inch of the top with light, rich 
earth. When the box is filled level it nicely witha 
flat, smooth board: then sow the seed thinly and 
evenly as possible; then with a common. meal- 
sieve dust as much soil over it as will barely cover 
the seed. After this sprinkle with water, using a 
watering-pot with afine nose. Keep the box ina 
temperature of say 55°. I find by experiment 
that if * in the dark the seeds will germinate 
sooner. hen the young seedlings are in the 
second leaf transplant into similar boxes in rows 
two inches apart each way and treat with water as 
before, or they:can be put into two-inch pots, in 
which they willi bloom.

THE KITCHEN. 
‘*wEMU’’ ON COOKING MEATS. 

Srerime, Oct. 16.—1 have been an amused and 
interested observer of the discussion on cheap liv- 
ing in the columns of The Home. Having given 
much time and research to this question, I am 
confident that no family can live comfortably in 
Chicago on less than $1.75 weekly for each mem- 
ber,. this sum to cover food and fuel. The outlay 
for rent and clothing may be much more easiiy au- 
justed to suitthe income. The most expensive 
article of daily dietis undoubtedly meat, and I 
noticed that those correspondents who furnished 
the lowest sum teld of weekly expense mention 
but little meat, and that little of the cheaper kinds. 
Without discussing the propriety of a purely vege- 
table diet. there is no doubt that Americans eat a 
superfluous quantity of meat, and in these times of 
retrenchment it is well to ask, how much and 
what sort of meat should we eat? During the sum- 
mer months meats should be provided only for 
dinner, but the severe cold of our winters demands 
a more generous supply of heat-producing food. 
Even then, fsh or eggs form a cheap 
welcome substitute for the uicy steak 
at our breakfast tables, especially when snppie- 
mented by the prepared grains, wheat, oatmeal, and 
corn, which so largely abound in the elements of 
nutrition. The mv A perfect meats are beef and 
mutton. Veal and lamb are rudimentary meats, 
immature in texture and flavor, and deficient in 
the nutritive material that builds up bone and mus- 
cle. Pork. even when mature, is difficult of di- 
gestion, and so liable to disease that it is banished 
from the tables of the most fastidious. Roasting 
or baking is the most extravagant way of cooking 
meat. Nearly one-third of the substance of a 
joint is lost in the process, and much of the re- 
mainder, unless very carefully cooked, becomes so 
dry and hard as to be uneatable. Broiling is also 
extravagant from tne great waste of the fat and 
juices of the meat, though the delicions delicacy 
of the morsel remaining almost atones for the loss. 
Frying is the most simple but the most unwhole- 
some of methods as usually managed, and has 
justly incurred the ban of all good house Wives. 

The most economical way of preparing meat is 
by boiling or stewing. If the meat is closely cov- 
ered it contains, when done, all its constituents, is 
highly flavored, tender, and juicy. 

n stewing. a better flavor and color may be se- 
cured by first giving the meat what is called by the 
French a sante. Put an ounce of batter into your 
kettle, and when ft is smoking hot put in ross 
meat cutin neat pieces. Fry it brown on h 
sides, turning it often. Then add enough water to 
cover it, and draw it back where it will simmer 
slowly till done. The addition of a few bite of 
soloed dough, or better still, a few spoonfuls of egg 
batter, dropped in just before taking up, makes 
this preparation into potpie, a toothsome delicacy 
much esteemed by New Engiand housekeepers. 

By the judicious use of the stew-pan a great 
variety of excellent dishes may de made from the 
cheap cuts of meat which are otherwise useless, 
and which, in fact, contain a larger proportion of 
flesh-forming materia] than parts more esteemed. 

We need to study a closer economy in our kiteh- 
ens to acquaint ourselves with tpe relative value 
of the different viands and the best methods of 
preserving their properties in the process of cook - 
ing. Nemo.

IN THE HAUNTS OF VICE. 


Mr. Talmage Telling of What He Saw 
During His Tour About New York~Many 
Women Eager to Hear—A Deeply Affect- 
ing Description of the Elephant from a 
Talmage Point of View. 

New York Worid, Oct. 14. 
As early as 8 o'clock yesterday morning 

Schermerhorn street in the neichborhood of Mr. 

‘Talmage’s Tabernacle began to wear the appear- 

ance which ordinarilyon a Sunday morning it 

assumes two hours later. From all the adjacent 
avenues people went hurrying towards the 
church, the doors of which were yet shut and 
locked, and finding barriers of their kind reach- 
ing out from every door into the roadway, 
fell meekly into places at the tail ends 
and patiently awaited the coming of the sexton. 

This official considerately threw open the doors 

a little earlier than usual. In the rush that fol- 

lowed the dresses of many ladies were torn. 

More than one-balf of the eager, vressing crowd 

was feminine, and much of it young. This fact 

drew from the young meu who lined the oppo- 
site sidewalk some pert comments. They 
want to know where the boys spend their 

evenings,” said one fellow,—a remark which did 


not appear altogether unreasonable, inasmuch 
as Mr. Talmage had advertised that the service 
to which they were hurrying would consist of a 
relation of what he saw and heard in a visit tothe 
haunts of sin and vice in this city the other night. 
The World, it will be remembered, publisbed a 
brief account of what the revere gentleman 
„took in on that occasion, and Mr. Talmage 
the next day promised shortly to supplement it 
witha detailed statement. During the past 
week Mr. Talmage’s salary was raised from 
$7,000 to $12,000,—a fact which may have ac- 
counted in some measure for the extraordinary 
and unusual demand for seats and standing- 
room yesterday. Howbeit, whatever the cause, 
the Tabernacle was never before so suffocating- 
ly packed. At 10 o’clock 7,000 persons had got 
in at the doors, and, there being no room for 
any more, the crowd in the street became swol- 
len until it quite filled the space between the 
two sidewalks. And this outside audience did 
not escape the attention or the pastor, for in 
giving out the first hymn be said: Let us sing 
it with zeal, and so heartily that the crowd out 
of doors can hear and join in the chorus.“ 

And the crowd outside did hear it and joined 
in the chorus. Indeed. it could have been 
heard a dozen blocks. Mr. Morgan puiled out 
every stop in the organ, and Mr. Arbuckle, 
mounted on a reporter’s table, blew himself 
red in the face in leading the melody high ana 
clear above the voices of the multitude, At 
last, alter an earnest prayer and another song, 
Mr. Talmage stepped to the front of the plat- 
form, and, locking his fingers together, with 
his arms loosely extended, silently contem- 
plated the vast audience for a moment or two. 
The audience iu its turn became very still and 
waited for the reverend gentleman to begin his 
story. 

‘‘ Ezekiel, eighth chapter and eighth verse,“ 
said Mr. Talmage, opening his mouth very wide 
and throwicg the words out with even more 
than his accustomed vigor. Then said he 
unto me, Son of man, dig into the wall. And 
when I had digged into the wall, behold a door. 
And he said unto me, Go in, and see the wicked 
abominations that they do here. AndI went 
in aud saw all manner of creeping things and 
abominable beasts.“ 

A smile spread itself over the congregation 
as this text was announced, for it has come 
to be acknowledged that no preacher of 
the present day is so avt with his 
Seriptural authorities as Mr. Talmage. ‘So 
this minister Ezekiel,“ he continued after a 
moment’s pause, was commanded to the ex- 
ploration of the sin of his day. He did not say 
‘I don’t want to go,’ ‘I’m afraid people will 
talk,’ O Lord, please let me off and send some- 
body else.’ When he was told to go, he went! 
i, as a minister of religion, felt that I had a 
divine commission to explore the iniquities of 
our cities. I didn’t ask counsel of the Session, 
or the Presbytery, or the newspapers. I simply 
obtained the services of three prominent police 
officials and two of the Elders of my church 
and unrolled my commission. It said, Sou of 
man, dig into the wall,’ and when I had digged 
into the wall, behold!“ 

Mr. Talmage struck ap attitude of horror, 
holding his bands paims outward far away from 
his face, and all his congregation applauded. 
„Brought up in the country.“ he continued, 
and surrounded from my earliest youth by 
parental authority, I had not until this fall seen 
the iniquities of a great city. Defended by the 
grace of God I had never sown any wild oats. 
But I saw tens of thousands of men going down, 
and I said to myself, ‘There must be an infatu- 
ation, a terrible fascination about sin, of which 
I know nothing.’ As in sickly times you hear 
the toll of the vemetry bell, so I heard tolling 
by day and night the bell of the cemetery where 
men’s souls are buried. I said, ‘I will find out 
the cause of this thing.’ I went as into a small- 
pox hospital, and I am here this morning to re- 
port a plague. Oh,“ you say, ‘are you not 
afraid that you will tempt othersto go!’ Wel- 
lington met a civilian on the battle-Held and told 
bim to go hence or he would be shot. My 
chances of being shot are vo greater than yours,’ 
said the civilian, God and my country demand 
that / be here,’ replid Wellington. 

1 [and Mr. Talmage raised his voice and 
right arm together] went as an. officer of the 
Lord. Do you think that people will be apt to 
go to the places I report? Would they go into 
that little pest-ridden town of Grenada if I, 
fresh from there, told them of its horrors? I 
have been among dead men’s bones and rotten- 
ness. Wiil anybody desire to go? I shall not 
put the faintest biush on purest cheek, but I 
will Kindle the cheeks of many a man into a 
conflagration and make his ears tingle. But 
you say: ‘Don’t you know the papers are 
criticising you for the position you take?’ I 
revly yes, I know it, and do you want to know 
how I feel about it? No man is more indebted 
to the newspapers than 1 am. lam here te 
preach the truth, and they help me. 
The press of the United States, Canada, En- 
gland, Ireland, Scotland, Australia. and New 
valand give me each week 3,000,000 souls for 
an audience. Am I not indebted to the press! 
It is a debt I can never pay, so slash away, gen- 
tiemen, the more the merrier. If there is any- 
thing I despise it is a dull time. Give my love 
to the editors of all the secular newspapers. 
Brisk criticism is like a coarse crash towel, with 
which it is very well for 8 public man to be 
rey down. It prevents him from catching 
ld. 

This, of course, occasioned no little merri- 
ment, during, the continuance of which Mr. 
Talmage stood with clenched fists, wearing 
upon his face an expression the purport of 
which it was utterly impossible to fathom. 
Half a dozen men in the audience might have 
said, He is going to cry,“ while any other six 
might have asserted with equal confidence that 
he was on the eve of a laugh.

STANLEY’S NEW BOT. 


The Emperor Mtesa’s Page Joins Stanley in 
Paris. 

Parts Uorrespondence Boston Journal. 
Paris, Ausg., 24.—A young savage has ar- 
rived in Paris to-night from Africa, to join Mr. 
Stanley, and I have had the pleasure of presen- 
tation to the swarthy youth, who is a noble in 
far Uganda, whence he came. Kadu was a page 
of the Emperor Mtesa, and was allowed tu ac- 
company Mr, Stanley on the adventurous jour- 
ney across Africa. Mtesa consented with much 
alacrity to the request that Kadu might go be 
cause he understood that the lad would be a 
kind of diplomatic agent who could teil him 
what this strange white man was up to. The 
Atrican is thoroughly devoted to Stanley, and 
one Who doubts the expiorer’s Knowledgeof the 
language in use in Uganda should hear nim 
conversing with Kadu for hours together. The 
language is soft, musical, filled with vowels. 
When Master Kaduis excited in conversation 
he overs a wide mouth, which is fiiled with 
beautiful white teeth, and lets the words flow 
out as if it were impossible for him to check 
them, He is more intelligent thau Kalulu, the 
boy whom Stanley rescued from a slave drover 
and brought to England and America some 
years since. Kadu has been a month coming from 
Zauzibar to London by steamer, and during 
that time he has learned a great deal of En- 
glish. The sailors and cabin boys pronounced 
the words for him aud he wrote them down 
phonetically in Arabic, which he knows how to 
write. It is inexpressibly comical to hear him 
trying to bring out these words and re-establish 
their correct pronunciation from his phonetic 
notes. He does it in time, and, should he re- 
main some time in Europe, will prove an apt 
scholar. We were compelled to laugh when we 
found that he had taken down such words as 
„high,“ „horse.“ and ‘hair’ without their 
preliminary aspirate, because he had learned 
their sounds from sailors who disdain the h.“ 
Kadu is, I believe, the first native of Uganda 
who has ever set foot upon European soil. 
„ Waällah!“ be said the other night to Mr. Stan- 
ley, “ Wallah! master, but these white people 
are always preparing for war.“ Then he de- 
scribed the fortifications of Moo-alta,” as he 
calls Malta. He assured Stanley, after he had 
caught a glimpse of London and been in Paris 
for a day, that he considered the white men 
gods and not meu. At least, master, he 
said, they must be spirits.“ The young man 
has singutarly pleasant features. He is not in 
any sense a repulsive type, but, on the contrary, 
one would imagine that he had been fora long 
time in contact with civilization unless he were 
assured of the contrary. His eyes are astonish- 
ingly soft and expressive, and his face lights up 
so tliat it is quite delightful to observe when he 
is pleased: He is black asblack canbe. Kadu 
is a Mussulman, having become one during his 
travels, and is quite enthusiastic over his new 
found religion. Stanley asked him quietly the 
other day what he wouid do if Emperor Mtesa, 
who is not a Mussulman, should ask him to give 
up his religion. He auswered that he could not 
do it. Well, but supvose Mtesa should kill 
your’ Bash,“ enough, answered, Kadu, 
meaning, let him kill, then. There is no danger 
that Mtesa will do apy such thing. luckily, 
Kadu will take back to Uganda a tale which will 
make the African Emperor open his eyes wider 
than ever betore. When the youth saw the 
balloon hovering above the Tuileries a day after 
bis arrival he refused to believe that there were 
men in it. He was assured of the fact that for- 
ty or fifty persons were then in the balloon 
basket, when he broke out with his usual ex- 
clamation of surprise, Mama, mama, what a 
pie!“ The thing which chiefly confounded 
*Kadu was Stanley's answer when he asked him, 
Is this your country, then!” No,“ was the 
response: my country is still faraway, across 
another great sea. “Mama! mama!“ said 
Kadu again, with a certain accent of despair.
